PROOFS OF CLAIM FOR S1ixtH DIVIDEND. 


The Administrator of Austrian Property has, under 
the powers conferred upon him by Section 1 (xiv.) of the 
Treaty of Peace (Austria) Orders, 1920-23, and with 
the approval of the President of the Board of Trade, 
prescribed Ist December, 1925, as the final date by which 
proofs by British nationals of debts due to them by 
Austrian nationals or of pecuniary obligations of the 
Austrian Government under. Article 248 of the Treaty 
of Saint Germain-en-Laye and other claims by British 
nationals against the Austrian Government must be 
made in order to rank for payment of the Sixth Dividend 
tobe declared by him. 

It will be recalled that 23rd June, 1925, was the final 
date by which such proofs had to be made in order to

BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST HUNGARY.

them by Hungarian nationals or of pecuniary obliga- 
tions of the Hungarian Government under Article 231 
of the Treaty of Trianon, and other claims by British 
nationals against the Hungarian Government, must be 
made in order to rank for payment of the Fourth 
Dividend to be declared by him. 

It will be recalled that 17th July, 1925, was the final 
date by which such proofs had to be made in order to 
tank for payment of the Third Dividend, but creditors 
who failed to lodge their Proofs of Claim with the 
Administrator by that date will, if they do so by 10th 
November, 1925, be entitled (subject to what is stated 
below in regard to claims under Article 231 of the 
Treaty) to rank for payment of the dividends out of 
assets remaining after payment of the third dividend, 
before the assets are applied to the payment of the fourth 
dividend. 

In accordance with the Rule made by the Adminis- 
trator on 7th March, 1923, claims under Article 231 of 
the Treaty can only be admitted to rank at all for divi-

SWISS LAW ON HALL-MARKING AND 
CONTROL OF PRECIOUS METALS. 


The British Representative at Berne has forwarded 
a Message of the Federal Council to the Chambers sub- 
mitting a draft Bill on the hall-marking and control 
of precious metals. The Bill, which provides for a 
total revision of the existing legislation, will, it is antici- 
pated, come up for discussion during the December 
Session of the Federal Chambers. 





GALLANTRY AT SEA. 


BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION. 


His Majesty the King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of Trade, 
to award the Silver Medal for Gallantry in Saving Life 
at Sea (Foreign Services) to Hans Odegaard, second 
officer; Osvald Olsen, Hans Olsen, Peter Soltvedt, 
Herbert Person, James Cunningham and Arthur Tollef- 
sen, seamen of the Norwegian s.s. ‘‘ Toluma’’ of Tons- 
berg. 

In addition the Board of Trade have awarded a piece 
of plate to Captain Harald Nielsen, master of the 
‘“Toluma,’’ and a binocular glass to Second Officer 
Odegaard. 

On the night of 16th April last, during a violent gale with 
a heavy north-westerly sea, accompanied by thick rain and 
sleet, the s.s. ‘* Trehawke,’’ of St. Ives, struck the rocks in 
the Straits of Magellan and fortunately remained fast. U 
she had slipped off the entire crew of thirty-four men would 
probably have lost their lives. Next day an attempt was 
made to launch the starboard lifeboat, but it could not live 
among the rocks in the raging sea. 

Shortly after midnight, on 17th-18th April, a light was 
observed in the main channel, which proved to be the 
Norwegian s.s. ‘‘ Toluma.’’ Her attention was attracted by 
a rocket, and she hove to and stood by under steam until 
daybreak. 

About 9.30 a.m., the sea having slightly abated, the only 
remaining lifeboat of the ‘‘ Trehawke ’’ was launched, and 
twenty-one members of her crew pulled a distance of about 
one mile through the reefs to the Norwegian vessel. Owing 
to the high seas, the ‘‘ Toluma,’’ which was in ballast, hao 
to be constantly manceuvred to keep her off the rocks, and 
consequently she was unable to provide a lee for the life- 
boat. Lines were thrown to the boat, which was hauled 
alongside the weather side. Some of the boat’s crew, who 
were very exhausted owing to the strenuous efforts made to 
reach the ‘‘ Toluma,’”’ had managed to climb on board that 
vessel by means of a rope ladder, when a squall struck the 
boat, forcing it against the ‘‘'Toluma.’’ The side of the 
boat was stove in and the rest of the crew were thrown 
into the water. A lifebuoy and lines were thrown to the 
men in the water, and all were got on board the rescuing 
vessel, with the exception of two, who unfortunately lest 
their lives. 

A lifeboat was immediately launched from the ‘* Toluma “ 
with a crew consisting of O. Olsen, H. Olsen, Soltvedt, 
Person, Cunningham and Tollefsen, in charge of Second 
Officer Odegaard, and a search was made for the two missing 
seamen. but without success. The boat then proceeded on 
the hazardous journey through the reefs to the ‘‘ Trehawke,”’ 
and took off the master and the twelve remaining survivors. 

In effecting this rescue considerable risk was incurred 
owing to the proximity of the rocks and the heavy seas, 
and the boat required skilful handling before it could get 
alongside the ‘‘ Trehawke.’’ 
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LIGHTING AND BUOYAGE IN PERSIAN 
GULF. 


H.M. Government have decided, in consultation with 
the Government of India, that the cost of the service 
of lights and buoys in the Persian Gulf shall in future 
be defrayed from light dues to be collected at Basra. 
The dues will be levied, with certain exceptions, on 
vessels which will derive benefit from the service, and 
will for the present be at the rate of 3 annas a ton, both 
on entry and departure. The shipping interests con- 
cerned have been consulted, and have agreed to con- 
stitute an advisory committee for the purpose of 
advising the Government of India, who will manage the 
service, on certain questions connected with it. The 
date from which the dues will be levied has been provi- 
sionally fixed as Ist November, 1925.

BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Perth reports 
that trade is good in practically all quarters, and the 
outlook generally is satisfactory. The fact, however, 
that little rain fell in the agricultural areas during 
August is causing some concern tu farmers, and will, 
no doubt, lead to the exercise of caution on the part of 
merchants in their dealings with farmers. Business in 
the city is steady and shows signs of increasing. 
There is special activity in the matter of new 
garages, several of which are almost completed. 
The Government have under consideration the question 
of establishing a graving dock at Fremantle, and the 
building of several new railways in the country dis- 
tricts, the rails for which may come from Broken Hill, 
is also under contemplation. ‘Ten new locomotives and 
150 new trucks required for the State railways are 
being built locally, but any material for these that is 
not on hand at the Midland Junction workshops will, 
it is stated, be purchased from within the Common- 
wealth. 


BELGIAN SUGAR OUTPUT. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels has for- 
warded the following statistics of Belgian sugar produc- 
tion, stocks, and consumption during September as pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ :— 

Output of factories, 29,200 kilogs. ; refineries’ produc- 
tion, 13,900,697 kilogs.; stocks at end of September, 
17,184,281 kilogs.; month’s consumption, 10,934,075 
kilogs. 


JAPANESE RICE CROP. 


The Department has received telegraphic advice from 
a trustworthy source that the first estimate of the 
season’s rice crop in Japan places the yield at 61,494,210 
koku, which shows an increase of 7°6 per cent. over last 


year, and is 5°4 per cent. above the average.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 





THE GOVERNMENT AND EXPORT TRADE, 
(By the President of the Board of Trade.) 


From _ practical experience of the difficulties which 
have beset post-war trade I know something of what 
business men are up against, while as President of the 
Board of Trade I receive evidence every day of the trials 
of the manufacturer and merchant. The Great War 
has shown us, however, that it is as true to-day as it 
was in the past, that the sterling character of our people 
shows itself at its best when in a tight place; and I am 
confident that our manufacturers and merchants will 
emerge from the present trade depression no _ less 
triumphantly than did their predecessors from the diffi- 
cult times which followed the Napoleonic wars over 100 
years ago. 

But we have a stiff struggle ahead of us, and it will 
require a united effort by all. We must set our house 
in order, perfect our organisation on the manufacturing 
and selling side, eliminate waste, reduce our costs and 
bring our prices to a competitive level. I am well aware, 
of course, that a great deal has already been done towards 
this end; and that many manufacturers have taken con- 
tracts which yield no profit in order to increase their 
output and reduce costs. Even now there are signs that 
things are improving. The need of the time and the 
courage with which both manufacturers and workers 
have faced their difficulties have created an atmosphere 
which I regard as extraordinarily favourable to the 
stimulation of British trade within the Empire. For 
this favourable turn I believe that the British Empire 
Exhibition is responsible in no small measure. It has 
served as a demonstration of imperial productive capacity 
and in consequence the public both in the United King- 
dom and in the British lands beyond the seas are, I 
believe, as never before, strongly disposed to buy goods 
produced within the Empire. 


OBJECT AND GROWTH OF THE FAIR. 

The Exhibition is nearly over; but I am certain that 
it will yield increasing results in the years to come. 
Meanwhile, as you know, the Imperial Economic Com- 
mittee has been studying the methods by which the sale 
of Empire products in this country can be stimulated 
and encouraged. This is a development of the first 
importance. The more we buy from the Empire the more 
the Empire will buy from us. It is a mutual trade of 
equal benefit to producers in the Empire and to the 
manufacturers here. But the full development of the 
resources of the Empire will be the work of years. We 
need, then, to use every opportunity for increasing our 
trade and particularly our export trade. An important 
opportunity will be afforded by the revival of the British 
Industries Fair. The British Industries Fair is not an 
exhibition in the sense that the British Empire Ex- 
hibition is one. An exhibition has for its main purpose 
the education and recreation of the public. The Fair, 
on the other hand, is a trade fair. Its sole object is to 
bring producers and wholesale buyers together; and 
during business hours it is open only to the trade buyer. 
We have decided, however, at the request of a large 
majority of exhibitors, to admit the public from 5 p.m. 
to 8 p.m. each day and on Saturday afternoon to inspect 
the exhibits and see the many wonderful products of 
British industry. To the buyer the Fair affords the 
opportunity of seeing in one place and at one time the 
latest products of British industry and so of saving him-

self a great deal of time, trouble and expense in travel- 
ling through the country. From the manufacturers’ 
standpoint it is obvious that buyers will be more likely 
to come and make their purchases if everything is made 
easy for them, and provided that they are aware of the 
facilities offered. The British Industries Fair was in- 
stituted in 1915. It has been held annually since then, 
except that this year the London section was discon- 
tinued owing to the continuance of the British Empire 
Exhibition. The Fair has grown steadily since 1915, 
and has proved a valuable part of the mechanism of sale 
and distribution. The Government has decided, there- 
fore, to hold the Fair in February next, and with the 
support of the manufacturers to leave no stone unturned 
to make it a success. As the success of the Fair depends 
on the number of buyers who visit it, the Government 
is concentrating its efforts and spending a considerable 
sum of money on bringing the Fair prominently to the 
notice of buyers all over the world. 


ORGANISATION : PUBLICITY. 


The Fair will be held in two sections, in 
London and Birmingham, for a fortnight from 15th to 
26th February next. The London section is being 
organised by the Department of Overseas Trade, while 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, with the sup- 
port of the Department, is organising the Birmingham 
section. The cost of space has been reduced this year 
with the object of making participation as cheap as pos- 
sible. Both sections are run entirely for the benefit of 
the exhibitors ; and the organisers are assisted by a com- 
mittee of exhibitors whose advice is sought on all ques- 
tions affecting the Fair. It is impossible for me to give 
here the full list of trades eligible to participate in the 
Fair, but shortly the London list comprises the lighter 
trades, such as cutlery, clothing, chemicals, jewellery, 
foodstuffs, pottery and toys, etc., while the Birmingham 
list comprises general machinery, hardware, metals and 
kindred trades. I need not emphasise the fact that only 
British Empire goods may be shown. Full particulars 
can be obtained from the Department of Overseas Tratle 
or the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. 

As regards what may be called the selling side, the 
Government has decided to spend the sum of £25,000 
mainly in an intensive publicity campaign on behalf of 
the Fair in particular and British goods in general 
throughout the world. Advertisements are already 
appearing in the more distant markets. In addition to 
the advertisements a series of letters containing full 
information as to the Fair, and an invitation to come 
to it or to send an agent in England, will be sent in the 
appropriate language direct to about 50,000 business 
firms all over the world. Further, the Overseas Offices 
of the Department of Overseas Trade, the Trade Com- 
missioners and Imperial Trade Correspondents to the 
number of sixty-nine in the Empire, the Commercial 
Diplomatic Officers to the number of thirty-four in the 
more important foreign capitals of the world, and the 
Consular service to the number of over 700, have all 
been instructed to co-operate by every means in their 
power in making the Fair as widely known as possible, 
and for the purpose have been supplied with literature, 
showcards, etc., which they are asked to distribute as 
widely and usefully as possible. In short, we have taken 
every possible step that we can think of to bring to the 
notice of firms all over the world the fact that the Fair 
is to be held and the advantages to themselves of seeing 
it before ordering their next year’s stocks of goods. 
From the interest that has already been shown at home 
and abroad, I am confident that we may look forward 


toa Fair successful in all respects. 
The business community is well aware that its salva-

tion lies mainly in its own hands, and that nothing the 
Government can do will avail if they are unable to meet 
competition in cost as well as in quality, and if new 
markets and fresh connections are not sought out. It 
is in this last respect that the Government, through the 
British Industries Fair, can help. I therefore invite 
manufacturers in their own interests and in the interests 
of British trade to participate in this great selling cam- 
paign. Those in this country not engaged in trade I 
would urge to come to the help of industry and of their 
country by demanding British goods. In helping 
British industry they will be helping themselves. As 
the Prime Minister has pointed out recently, we are 
faced with a growing excess of imports which, if con- 
tinued, will be a real menace to the economic stability 
of a country which relies on foreign countries for a 
large proportion of its food, and which needs especially 
to-day a large trade balance to invest in the develop- 
ments of new markets. Let us all combine to reduce 
this excess of imports by buying goods of British manu- 
facture. Come to the Fair, and see for yourselves the 
products of British industrial skill which can supply 
all your needs. 

To all I would say, in conclusion, let us pull together, 
and we shall emerge from the slough of despond to the 
highroad to prosperity. As I said earlier, even now 
I see indications that the clouds are lifting. Let us 
face our difficulties with a high heart and steadfast 
courage. By a united and sustained effort we shall 
overcome them and come through the stronger for the 
trials we have undergone.

CANADA. 





MINERAL PRODUCTION IN FIRST 
HALF-YEAR. 


Outstanding advances among the metals marked the 
mineral output records for Canada during the first half 
of 1925, states a Preliminary Report by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, a copy of which has been 
received from the Canadian Government Trade Com- 
missioner in London. Production of metals and non- 
metals reached a total value of 90,347,698 dols. as com- 
pared with 84,307,385 dols. in the first half of 1924, an 
increase of 7°16 per cent.; metals and non-metals pro- 
duced during the calendar year 1924 were valued at 
174,202,537 dols.; production during the first half of 
1925 showed a sum equal to 51°86 per cent. of this total. 

Advances among the metals were general. Gold rose 
to a new record; lead advanced 62°41 per cent. over the 
high mark attained in the first half of 1924; nickel 
production was well maintained; copper was up a 
million pounds; silver showed increased values; zinc 
followed the trend in lead to almost double the output 
recorded in the first half of 1924, and cobalt production 
continued to improve. 

Despite the loss due to the protracted strike in the 
Nova Scotia coal mines, which reduced the output of 
coal in that province during the six months ended June 
to less than half the tonnage reported in the first six 
months of 1924, improved conditions throughout the 
rest of the non-metal mining field resulted in the pro- 
duction of non-metals during the half-year reaching a 
total value of 31,199,233 dols. as compared with 
36,844,286 dols. in the first half of 1924; the loss in the 
value of coal output alone amounted to 5,723,873 dols., 
while the decrease in the aggregate value of non-metals 
was only 5,645,053 dols. 

Coal, gold, lead, nickel, copper, silver, zinc, asbestos, 
natural gas and cobalt were, in the order named, the 
principal products of the mineral industry in Canada 
during the period under review; production values for 
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these commodities ranged from 21,445,597 dols. for coal 
to 1,239,133 dols. for cobalt, and amounted in the 
aggregate to 87,635,003 dols., or 96°99 per cent. of the 
grand total for metals and non-metals. No other pro- 
ducts in this class reached a value in excess of a million 
dols. during the half-year. 


OvutTPutT AND Imports OF COAL. 


In the first half of 1924 a loss in coal production of more 
than two million tons was reported; in the first half of 1925 
there was a further reduction of 146 million tons, due to 
the great strike in Nova Scotia coal mines, which began 
early in March and continued beyond the end of the half- 
year. Canada’s production of coal totalled 5,383,714 tons 
valued at 21,445,597 dols. as compared with 6,847,665 tons 
valued at 27,135,623 dols. in the first half of 1924. Imports 
of coal into Canada were also less during the first half cf 
1925 than in the corresponding period of the preceding year. 
The tonnage of anthracite brought in was greater than the 
total for the first half of last year, and was also higher than 
the average quantity imported during the first six months 
in each of the five preceding years. Bituminous coal im- 
portations during the period dropped to 4,566,058 tons from 
the total of 5,468,506 tons imported during the first half of 
1924. The average imports of bituminous coal during these 
months over the period of five years, 1920-24, amounted to 
5,521,926 tons. Imports of coal into Canada from the 
United Kingdom during the first six months of this year 
totalled 159,984 tons, or more than double the imports of 
78,345 tons from that source in the first six months of 1924. 
Based on figures of output, imports and exports, the com- 
puted amount of coal made available for consumption in 
Canada during the first half of 1925 was 11,689,998 tons as 
compared with a total of 13,864,087 tons made available for 
use in the half-year ended June, 1924. On the same basis, 
the total supply made available during the twelve months 
ended 30th June, 1925, was 27,519,440 tons; at 30th June, 
1924, the total for the twelve months was 33,876,975 tons. 


Gotp, Leap, NickEL AND Copper. 


Gold production reached a new record at 824,043 fine 
ounces, Which, valued at the standard rate of 20°671834 dois 
per fine ounce, was worth 17,034,480 dols. as compared with 
700,264 fine ounces worth 14,475,741 dols. produced in the 
first half of 1924. 

Rising to a total of 128,398,836 Ibs., the production of 
lead in the first six months of 1925 reached a total value of 
11,510,955 dols., and marked an increase of 49,340,541 Ibs 
in quantity and 5,232,145 dols. in value above the total for 
the six months ended June, 1924. 

Including the nickel contained in matte made at Sud- 
bury and small amounts of nickel contained in smelter 
products resulting from the treatment of cobalt ores, the 
production of nickel in Canada during the half-year 
amounted to 35,756,640 lbs., which, while slightly less than 
the production during the first six months of 1924, amounted 
to 514 per cent. of the total for the calendar year. At 32 
cents, the average New York price for 99 per cent. virgin 
metal during the half-year, production was valued at 
11,442,125 dois. 

Copper production, computed as the sum of the quantity 
of copper contained in matte made in the Sudbury area, 
the blister copper produced at the Granby smelter in British 
Columbia, and the recoverable copper ores exported, totalled 
53,055,349 Ibs. valued at 7,354,533 dols. This marked an

SILVER, Zinc, ASBESTOS AND COBALT. 


Better prices for silver prevailed during the half-year, so 
that, with output slightly above the total for the first six 
months of 1924, the value of silver produced during the 
period reached a total of 6,288,332 dols. as cumpared with 
5,881,196 dols. in the corresponding period of last year. 

Zinc refined at Trail, British Columbia, with relatively 
small amounts of zinc estimated as recoverable from ores 
exported from British Columbia, Ontario and Quebec made 
up the total of 55,257,772 Ibs. produced from Canadian ores 
during the first half of this year. During the first six 
months of 1924, the zinc output amounted to only 
29,414,000 Ibs. Production values, based on the average 
price of zinc on the St. Louis market, reached a_ total of 
4,002,872 dols. as against 1,832,198 dols. in the correspand- 
ing period of 1924. 

Asbestos shipments totalling 120,800 tons worth 3,962,304 
dols. marked an advance over the 104,872 tons at 3,192,132 
dols. shipped during the first half of 1924. 

Production of natural gas from all Canadian wells during 
the half-year amounted to 8,331,104 m. cu. ft., valued -at 
3,354,672 dols., a decrease of 4:25 per cent. in value as com- 
pared with the totals for the half-year ended June, 1924. 
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Canada continues to be the main source of the world’s 
supply of cobalt. Computed as the sum of the cobalt con- 
tained in metal, oxides, salts, ores, concentrates and residues 
marketed during the period, the production of cobalt in the 
first half of 1925 was 590,087 lIbs., netting the producers 
1,239,133 dols. On the same basis production during the 
calendar year 1924 amounted to 948,704 Ibs., valued at 
1,682,395 dols. 


MISCELLANEOUS PRODUCTS. 


Other metallic mineral products deserving of mention 
were white arsenic, of which more than two million lbs, 
were made; bismuth, contained in_ silver-lead-bismuth 
bullion exported; small quantities of iron ore and of pig 
iron made from Canadian ore; and a recovery of precious 
metals belonging to the platinum group worth 80,706 dols, 
Non-metallic mineral products, other than those produced 
in sufficient quantity to place them among the ten most 
important mineral products during the half-year, were 
barytes, feldspar, graphite, gypsum, magnesite, mica, 
mineral waters, iron oxide pigments, crude petroleum, 
pyrites, quartz, salt, sodium carbonate, sodium sulphate, 
talc and soapstone. Of these, there are a few which 
specially merit further attention. 

Feldspar production amounted to 13,421 tons, valued at 
105,489 dols., or about 26 per cent. less than the output in 
the first half of 1924. Graphite, on the other hand, rose 
more than 62 per cent. above the total for the first half of 
1924, and shipments totalled 1,077 tons, valued at 63,843 
dols. Gypsum, produced in slightly less amounts than in 
the corresponding period last year, totalled 234,705 tons, 
worth 906,052 dols. at the quarry. Magnesite production 
dropped about 25 per cent.; shipments totalled 1,785 tons, 
worth 49,557 dols. Mica, too, was produced in less amount; 
the total for the half-year was 1,370 tons, valued at 115,576 
dols. Slightly less crude petroleum was pumped from the 
wells in the period under review than during the first six 
months of 1924, but the decline in value was more pro- 
nounced, amounting to about 13 per cent.; the output was 
80,970 barrels, valued at 233,271 dols. Production of 
pyrites at 1,666 tons, valued at 10,226 dols., marked a 
decline in the output of more than 75 per cent., but slightly 
better prices were obtained for the product than in the 
preceding year. Quartz shipments showed improvement in 
quantity but a lower total value at 69,792 tons, worth 
134,099 dols. Salt also showed a higher production figure 
but a lower sales value at 105,770 tons, valued at 650,965 
dols. Talc and soapstone were produced in larger quanti- 
ties, shipments amounting to 7,056 tons having been made 
at a value of 98,477 dols. 


GENERAL PosItriON AND OUTLOOK. 


Summing up, it is highly satisfactory to note the mag- 
nificent progress made, particularly in Ontario and British 
Columbia, in metal mining, which for Canada showed an 
advance of 23°56 per cent. in the half-year, and to observe 
the generally prevailing upward trend throughout the list 
of non-metal mine products. The resumption of coal 
mining in Nova Scotia under conditions that promise im- 
provement should stabilise progress in that province and 
do much to restore commercial and domestic prosperity. 
Prospects of better agreement among the asbestos producers 
augur well for all concerned. New developments in the 
north-western gold fields of Quebec are attracting much 
interest. Research is adding to the wealth of opportuni- 
ties for the development of Canada’s mineral resources, and 
on every hand the prospects point to vigorous growth in the 
mining field.

JOINTLESS FLOORS. 

A Bulletin* on Jointless (Magnesium Oxychloride) 
Floors, by P. W. Barnett, A.R.I.B.A., and B. Bake- 
well, M.A., is the first of a new series of Building Re- 
search publications describing, so far as possible in terms 
which will not assume specialised technical knowledge 
on the part of the reader, the results of investigations 
carried out at the Building Research Station and else- 
where bearing on the scientific problems of the building 





industry. 

The present Bulletin is divided into two parts. Part I 
summarises in a convenient form existing information 
on magnesium oxychloride cements in general. Part II 
describes how, by the substitution of ferrous chloride for 
magnesium chloride in the mixing, an oxychloride 
cement is obtained which, while retaining all the usual 
properties of such cements, has the important advan- 
tage that it will not corrode metal work. 

For both the normal and the special non-corrosive 
types of floor, specifications are suggested including tests 
for the materials required.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATION FOR 
PORTABLE PHOTOMETERS, 

The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued a British Standard Specification (No. 230 
of 1925) covering the requirements for Portable Photo- 
meters intended for the measurement of illumination, 
and in some cases of brightness also, under conditions 
where portability and convenience in use are of more 
importance than great accuracy. 

The Specification includes definitions of the principal 
terms used in photometry, which terms are in accord- 
ance with the decisions of the International Illumination 
Commission, in so far as such decisions are applicable ; it 
divides the photometers into two ranges, Range A being 
those photometers intended for use in measuring exterior 
illumination and Range B being those intended for use 
in measuring interior illumination, and it points out 
that, as usually constructed, portable photometers of 
each range may be further sub-divided into those in 
which the test surface is viewed through an aperture in 
the comparison surface and those in which the comparison 
surface is viewed through an aperture in the test surface. 
It is specified that the effective range of a Range A port- 
able photometer shall be from 0°01 to 2 ft. candles, and 
that the effective range of a Range B portable photo- 
meter shall be from 0°2 to 20 ft. candles. The ques- 
tions of weight, the test and comparison surfaces, the 
use of reducing screens, the electrical measuring instru- 
ments, the comparison lamp and battery, and also the 
limits of error to be permitted have all been gone into 
carefully.

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INDIAN TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Trade Commissioner in London has 
forwarded the following figures of Indian trade in 
September : —

gold on private account, 3,88 lakhs, and silver, 74 lakhs;

remittance of funds, 8,97 lakhs. 
| The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops 
during the past week : — 

Rainfall.—Calecutta, 26th October.—Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Central India East, Tenasserim and 
South Madras on one day and mostly local elsewhere. 

Crops.—Assam, 26th October.—The position is un- 
changed. Bihar and Orissa, 22nd October.—General 
showers have considerably improved paddy prospects in 
Chota Nagpur. Light rain has assisted land preparation 
for rabi sowings in North Bihar and the South 
Bhagalpur division. More rain is needed in the Patna 
division and four districts for winter paddy. The con- 
dition of other standing crops generally is good. Exces- 
sive rain in Cuttack and Puri has damaged autumn crops. 
United Provinces, Western Circle, 2Ilst October.— 
Light showers have benefited rabi sowings. Standing 
crops are doing well. Central Provinces, 19th October. 
—There have been beneficial showers in nine districts, 
but more rain is needed in seven others. Light and 
moderate showers fell in nearly all the Feudatory States. 

All India Crop Forecast for 1925-26 (22nd October) : — 
First rice, 74,334,000 acres; first ground nut, 2,930,000 
acres; second sesamum, 3,193,000 acres; second cotton, 
22,752,000 acres ; and second sugar cane, 2,548,000 acres.

CANADA’S TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
STATES. 


According to statistics compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, imports for consumption 
from the United States in August last were valued at 
54,844,050 dollars, while during the period January- 
August, 1925, such imports reached the total of 
541,127,570 dols. During the two periods under review 
exports of Canadian produce to the United States were 
valued at 42,545,819 dols. and 440,715,263 dols.

WATER POWERS OF ONTARIO. 


The Department of Lands and Forests of Ontario has 
just published, in co-operation with the Dominion Water 
Power and Reclamation Service, a booklet containing a 
list of Water Powers in the Province of Ontario. The 
list of water power sites has been compiled from the 
most authentic data available in order to meet the con- 
stantly increasing demand for information regarding the 
water power resources in the province. High accuracy 
in the estimate of water power requires continuous 
stream flow records over a period of time, and, as such 
long-term records are available for only comparatively 
few of the rivers of the province, many of the estimates 
are subject to revision as more is learned of the run-off 
characteristics. Nevertheless, the estimates will give a 
fairly close approximation of the power possibilities of 
the province, and serve as a standing point for the more 
detailed study of individual sites. Geet 

The booklet contains a table from which it appears 
that the estimated water-power capacity available in the 
province (at 80 per cent. efficiency) at ‘* ordinary mini- 
mum flow ”’ is 3,428,152 horse-power, and ‘‘ at ordinary 
six months’ flow ’’ 4,825,142 h.p. There were on Ist 
January, 1925, installed hydro-electric plants capable of 
producing 1,585,333 h.p. The totals of available powers 
utilised in the calculation included, however, so far as 
the Niagara river is concerned, only an amount of power 
which is equivalent to the diversion of water power by 
the Canada-United States Treaties. The total potential 
power possibilities of the Niagara would raise the vro- 
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visional totals to some 5,330,000 h.p. at ordinary mini- 
mum flow and 6,940,000 h.p. at ordinary six months’ 
flow.

During the first eight months of this year about 5,000 
motor-cars and chassis were imported into Finland, 
representing a total value of over 100 million Finnish 
marks, states the monthly Bulletin of the Bank of Fin- 
land. Of these motors over 3,500 were passenger cars. 
It is estimated that the number of motor vehicles in the 
country is now about 20,000.

Exhibitions and Fairs. 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1926. 
NEW FEATURES.—GOVERNMENT GRANT. 


In view of the representations made by the exhibitors 
and buyers at previous British Industries Fairs, the 
Government has decided, as previously stated, to revive 
next year the London Section of the British Industries 
Fair, which was not held in 1925 owing to the 
continuance of the British Empire Exhibition. The 
British Industries Fair will, therefore, be held in 
London and in Birmingham from 15th to 26th 
February, 1926, the London Section being organised 
by the Department of Overseas Trade and the Birming- 
ham Section by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, 

The Fair will take place under particularly favour. 
able auspices, for, in view of the urgent need for taking 
all possible steps to stimulate the sale of British goods 
both abroad and at home, the Government has also taken 
special measures to ensure the success of both sections 
of the Fair. 

£25,000 PuBLICcITY SCHEME. 

These measures include the expenditure of the sub- 
stantial amount of approximately £25,000 on a scheme 
of world-wide publicity on behalf of the Fair. In addi- 
tion to advertising the Fair in the newspapers and trade 
journals of practically every country in the world, per- 
sonal invitations to attend the Fair are being sent to a 
list of over 50,000 overseas buyers and to some 100,000 
buyers in this country. A general invitation to attend 
the Fair has also been addressed to the world’s buyers 
through the medium of the press. Instructions have 
already been sent to the Overseas Officers of the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade throughout the world to 
co-operate by every possible means. In this way the 
number of overseas buyers—who have attended previous 
Fairs in increasingly large numbers—and home buyers 
will be considerably augmented. No effort is being 
neglected to make the visit of the buyer both interest- 
ing and enjoyable, for a buyers’ club has been provided 
and arrangements made for accommodation and enter- 
tainment, and the services of interpreters where neces- 
sary. Further, specially qualified officers of the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade will be on the spot to tender 
any help required. 








EXxHIBITS.—SpPacEe.—Pvus.Lic ADMISSION. 


All goods of the same class will be displayed at the 
Fair, side by side, and the buyer will therefore see the 
articles in which he is interested at a minimum of 
trouble and time. 

Another advantage of the Fair to the exhibitor and 
buyer, whch is being more and more appreciated, is the 
fact that every exhibitor at the Fair is the actual manu- 
facturer of the goods displayed. Thus the buyer realises 
that he is getting the articles at the first source of supply. 
With the object of making participation as cheap as 
possible to exhibitors, the charge for space has been re- 
duced this year at both London and Birmingham, the 
charge in London being as low at 2s. 6d. per square 
foot. 

A record in the number of applications for space in 
the London Section has already been made for the 1926 
British Industries Fair. Many firms who have already 
exhibited at all the previous Fairs have again applied 
for space, while the number of applications from entirely 
new firms is steadily increasing. 

The Fair is essentially a trade Fair, and, as on pre- 
vious occasions, will be confined to actual British manu- 
facturers, and during business hours only buyers will be 
admitted. At the request of the great majority of the 
exhibitors a new feature, however, is to be introduced 
next year. After 5 p.m. each day, and from 1 to 
8 p.m. on Saturday, 20th February, the public is to be 
admitted. Not only will this afford the general public 
a unique opportunity of seeing the many products of 
the British manufacturer, but it also forms a link with 
the movement whose slogan ‘‘ Buy British Goods ’’ is 
in everybody’s mouth at the present time. While it is 
realised that, generally speaking, manufacturers and 
exhibitors at the Fair do not desire to do business direct

with the public, a wonderful opportunity exists for 
manufacturers to educate public opinion that the pur- 
chase of British goods must ultimately react to their 
own personal benefit. The exhibitor will also have the 
great advantage of being able to inform the public 
where his own particular goods may be obtained. 


Date oF Farr.—THE CATALOGUE. 

The date of next year’s Fair has been fixed at the 
request of the great majority of exhibitors, but the 
change from that of 1924 need not cause the manufac- 
turer or buyer the slightest agitation, for a large number 
of advertisements regarding the Fair have already ap- 
peared in sufficient time for overseas buyers to make 
arrangements to visit the Fair. This earlier date gives 
buyers the opportunity of seeing what British manufac- 
turers can produce just before visiting Continental fairs, 
and during February it is usual for a large number of 
buyers from all parts of the world to be in Europe. 

The catalogue of the Fair, printed in nine different 
languages and containing the names and addresses of 
all the exhibitors, together with a note of their produc- 
tions, will be distributed to all buyers who attend the 
Fair, and will also be circulated to all important buyers 
throughout the world. It is obvious, therefore, that 
this catalogue constitutes a very valuable advertisement 
for exhibitors, and many firms have stated that they 
have been able to trace large orders in the past through 
this medium long after the close of the Fair. 





HAWERA ANNUAL WINTER SHOW.

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CANADA. 


BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL OUTLOOK. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
TORONTO. 

(he season commenced under favourable auspices this 
year, and prospects for Canadian business are the best since 
1919. Crops in Ontario, Quebec, and the Maritime Provinces 
have been generally satisfactory, and in the West a wheat 
yield of approximately 100 million bushels larger than the 
preceding one was being harvested at the time of writing 
from an acreage only fractionally greater than that of 1924, 
and wheat prices are satisfactory. This crop will be of 
great assistance in reducing the farmers’ debts, and will 
in addition go far towards restoring the purchasing power 
of the Western Provinces, whose inability to buy on a 
normal scale has contributed quite materially to the 
industrial depression of the East during the last few years. 
fhe increased freight tonnage, which will result from large 
harvests and better business, will benefit the railroads, and 
with them the country as a whole, ‘because a large part 
of every dollar received by the transportation systems is 
spent in Canada for wages and material. 

There are indications of a gradual revival in general 
business and a number of factories are reported to be 
working overtime. Retail distribution of seasonable com- 
modities is of satisfactory proportions, and numerous 
wholesalers report the receipt of a steady run of orders for 
fall and winter dry goods, clothing, footwear, hardware and 
other staple commodities. Manufacturers, as a rule, are 
well employed, and as advices from country districts are 
almost uniformly favourable, prospects for the maintenance 
of an active demand for all kinds of merchandise are con- 
sidered very encouraging. 

The tourist traffic throughout the Dominion has been 
large, especially from the United States, and has helped to 
stimulate the retail store business. The lumber industry 
in Eastern Canada continues quiet, and it is probable that 
culting operations will be curtailed during the coming 
winter. Increased activity in this line, however, is reported 
from the West. 





FUR FARMS IN 1924. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has received 
from the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa a pre- 
liminary report on the fur farms of Canada in operation 
during the year 1924, the number of which was 1,550, com- 
prising 1,466 fox farms and 84 farms raising various kinds 
of fur-bearing animals other than foxes. Increases of 287 in 
the number of fox farms and 36 in the number of mis- 
cellaneous fur-bearing animal farms are shown compared 
with the numbers in operation in the preceding year. 

The value of property of the fox farms, including the 
foxes and the land, buildings and fixtures, was 10,813,833 
dollars, and of the miscellaneous fur-bearing animal farms 
152,587 dols., a total of 10,966,420 dols., as compared with 
a total of 8,383,827 dols. in 1923. Increases in the number 
of fox farms and in value of property are shown for all 
provinces. The Yukon Territory shows a decrease of one 
in the number of farms, but an increase in the value of 
property. 

The relative position of each province with respect to 
total value of property of fox farms is as follows :—Prince 
idward Island, 37 per cent.; Ontario, 16 per cent.; Quebec, 
12 per cent.; New Brunswick, 9 per cent.; Manitoba, 8 per 
cent.; Alberta, 6 per cent.; Nova Scotia, 6 per cent.; British 
Columbia, 3 per cent.; Saskatchewan, 2 per cent.; and the 
Yukon Territory, 1 per cent.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1924. 


The total value of imports and exports (including specie) 
during the year under review was £1,730,643 and £1,711,438 
vespeclively as compared with £1,949,981 and £1,607,225 
in 1923, states the Trade Report for 1924 of the Colony of 
Sierra Leone. The values of the main classes of imports,

As regards the increase shown under food and drink, such 
advance was in food alone, drink showing a decline of 
£709. In 1924 the rice crop was not a good one and, in 
consequence, there were large imports of foodstuffs, chiefly 
rice and flour. ‘The value of rice imports increased by 
£22,280 and flour by £19,565. Other increases included 
biscuits, £2,421; butter, £2,311; preserved fish, £3,327; and 
milk, £1,465. Salt and sugar imports advanced by £8,818 
and £3,667 respectively. Imports of ale, beer and porter 
rose by 3,931 galls. and prices were cheaper. About 59 
per cent. came from the United Kingdom, and 36 per cent. 
from Germany, the remainder being supplied by Holland. 
The growing popularity of light German beers is indicated 
by the fact that consignments from the United Kingdom 
fell below the previous year’s figures by 7,993 galls., while 
Germany increased her supply by 11,427 galls. The con- 
sumption of spirits during the year under review was 10,021 
galls. less than in 1923. Last year such imports com- 
prised brandy, 2,454 galls. (2,641 galls. in 1923); gin, 
11,528 galls. (14,598 galls.); rum, 10,135 galls. (15,737 galls.); 
whisky, 5,490 galls. (6,644 galls.); cordials and liqueurs, 
302 galls. (384 galls.); other spirits, 74 galls. (115 galls.); 
and perfumed spirits, 179 galls. (64 galls.). Importations 
of manufactured tobacco rose by 1,629 lbs., and cigars by 
241 Ibs., while cigarettes fell away by 2,233 lbs. There was 
a decrease of 321,243 Ibs. (£23,121) in unmanufactured 
tobacco, which was the more surprising as the local selling 
price of this commodity was less than in the previous year. 
Imports in 1923 were unusually heavy, and it is probable 
that a considerable stock was carried over from that year. 

With reference to ‘‘ raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured,’’ only 33,429 tons of coal were imported 
as against 42,304 tons in 1923. The kerosene figures were 
the highest recorded since 1913, no less than 518,098 galls. 
(38,746 galls. more than in 1923) being consumed during 
the year. Imports of motor spirit are expanding; they have 
more than doubled since 1920. The increase since 1923 
amounts to 16,515 galls. 

A decline of £73,140 is recorded in regard to “‘ articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured.’’ Cotton piece-goods were 
chiefly responsible for this state of affairs which is attri- 
buted to overstocking in 1923, and the natural tendency 
of a consumer in a year when locally grown food was not 
plentiful to spend more on imported foodstuffs and less on 
clothes. Metal manufactures fell away by £40,738, but this 
was due to a reduction in the quantity of materials imported 
by the Government. Other decreases were in apparel, 
£3,072; cement, £9,560 (a fall in value but not in quantity); 
electrical and telegraphic apparatus, £32,222; perfumery, 
£2,460; and stationery, £3,530. Increases included soap, 
beads, printed books, clay pipes, medicines and drugs, 
timber and motor-cars.

Kola Nuts: Although there was a slight decline in exports 
of this commodity, it is of interest to note that Sierra Leone 
kolas maintained their hold on the French Senegal and 
Nigerian markets. Shipments to Dakar increased by £12,227 
and to Lagos by £8,081. The decrease was entirely in 
shipments to British Gambia, which declined to the extent 
of £26,469. Exports to Europe amounted to only 374 lbs. 

Palm Kernels: The whole of the increase in respect of 
palm kernels occurred in shipments from Freetown—the 
Sherbro District exporting 512 tons less than in 1923. Of 
the total exports, 61,117 tons, the Sherbro District was 
responsible for 16,739 toms, or 27 per cent. As _ regards 
destinations of exports of palm kernels the United Kingdom 
took 97:1 per cent., followed by Germany with 1:4 per cent. 
This is a complete reversal of the positions of these two 
countries in pre-war years. 

Palm Oil: The bulk of the exports of palm oil went to 
the United Kingdom, which country absorbed 2,967 tons, or 
9) per cent. of the total. Holland and Germany received 
shipments of 65 and 25 tons respectively. About 53 tons 
of fresh palm oil went to Gambia and Senegal for food 
purposes. 

Hides: Although the weight of raw hides exported in 1924 
was nearly twice that of 1923, the total output was small, 
the value amounting to £899, which was only £176 higher 
than that of the previous year. The bulk of the hides went 
to France, or to French Guinea for subsequent shipment 
to the former country. 

Piassava: Shipments were disappointing, only 995 tons 
being exported as against 1,620 tons in 1923. This falling 
away is the more notable as European market prices averaged 
£4 10s. a ton more than in 1923. 

Rice: The crop was disappointing and for the greater part 
of the year there was no surplus for exportation. On the 
contrary, 37,213 cwts. were imported to help out local pro- 
duction. Shipments were entirely of ‘‘swamp’”’ rice and 
were chiefly to neighbouring countries in West Africa. 
There were small consignments to the United Kingdom as 
food supplies to the Sierra Leone contingent at the British 
impire Exhibition, Wembley.

AUSTRIA. 


HY DRO-ELECTRIC SCHEMES. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Vienna, in his Report 
on Commercial and Financial Conditions in Austria (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 1s. 6d. net, 1s. 7d. post free), states 
that great importance has been attached in Austria since 
the war to the exploitation of the ample water-power avail- 
able in the Alpine districts, both for electrifying the railways 
and for industrial and other purposes. The new Austria 
has little coat and practically no oil, and this dependence 
on foreign mineral fuel was severely felt in the first year 
afler the war, while there was still an international shortage 
of coal. The country can now of course obtain all it 
lequires, but it has to spend over 8 million pounds yearly 
on the import of coal. This forms an important part of the 
excess of imports over exports, and it is considered most 
desirable to reduce this excess by greater utilisation of the 
‘white coal’’ of the mountain rivers. The total water- 
power in the country for exploitation is calculated at 
1,657,000 horse-power at minimum low water, or perhaps 
3,500,000 h.p. yearly mean, of which under 10 per cent. 
was harnessed at the end of the war. The _ provincial 
governments took up the matter, and between 1920 and 
123 separate companies were founded for all the different 
provinces. The original capital was provided in the country 
by local authorities, banks and the public. When this was 
exhausted endeavours were made to obtain further capital 
in the form of debentures abroad. At first this was not

readily forthcoming; but since the beneficial effects of the 
League of Nations Control became obvious a good deal ot 
foreign money has been invested in some of the provincial 
companies, chiefly Italian, American and Swiss, and some 
British in Salzburg. It is possible that more would have 
been available if Austrian companies had been willing to 
give orders abroad for machinery and other requirements; 
Austria, however, is particularly well equipped with 
machinery, locomotive and electro-technical factories, and 
practically all the work has been done in the country. These 
provincial companies have undertaken chiefly large works 
of several thousand horse-power each, involving big dams, 
large tunnels or pipe lines and long power transmission 
lines. Other important works are being carried out by the 
Austrian Federal Railways and private companies, and 
altogether in the years 1921 to 1924, 68 works of over 500 h.p. 
each, totalling 214,300 h.p. (yearly mean), have been com- 
menced. By the end of last year 28 of these works, with 
over 85,000 h.p., had been completed (60,000 h.p. in 1924), 
and in the first half of 1925 another 18,000 h.p. were added 
by the opening of the works at Opponitz in Lower Austria 
and at Teigitsch in Styria, each delivering over 9,000 h.p., so 
that nearly one-half of the works already commenced have 
been completed and are delivering power. 

The Austrian authorities proposed in 1921 a 15 years’ 
programme of new hydro-electric works calculated to 
produce in all 900,000 h.p., am amount which was con- 
sidered in accordance with the growing requirements of the 
country. It is, however, not likely that this programme 
will be fully realised in so short a time as, so far, the works 
commenced each year have steadily decreased. In the first 
enthusiasm of 1921, 38 works of, together, 95,000 h.p. were 
begun; in 1924 only six works and 22,300 h.p.; whereas to 
realise the whole programme an average of 60,000 h.p. 
would have to be commenced every year. Besides the diffi- 
cully of finding the necessary capital, it is probable that the 
rapid fall in the price of coal is tending to check enterprise 
in this direction.

FRANCE. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 
(From the British Ambassador. ) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first nine 
months of 1925 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 29,484 million francs as compared with 29,157 million frs. 
in the corresponding period of 1924, an increase of about 
300 million frs., or a little more than one per cent., while 
the value of exports totalled 32,217 million frs. as against 
30,341 million frs., an increase of over 1,800 million frs., or 
6 per cent. The favourable balance of visible exchanges for 
the period therefore was 2,732 million frs. as against 1,184 
million frs. in the first nine months of 1924. 

As regards imports, foodstuffs fell in value by 101 million 
frs., but raw materials rose by 270 million frs., or 1:3 per 
cent., and manufactured articles advanced by 158 million 
frs., or 4 per cent. Exports of foodstuffs declined by 377 
million frs., or about 13 per cent., but there was a rise of 
over 1,100 million frs. in exports of raw materials, or 15 
per cent., and of 972 million frs. in those of manufactured 
articles, or 5 per cent. 

As regards weight, imports in the first nine months of 
1925 amounted to 34,817,000 tons against 42,671,000 tons in 
the corresponding month of 1924, a decrease of about 
7,800,000 tons, and exports to 22,589,000 tons against 
21,201,000 tons, an increase of over 1,300,000 tons. Imports 
of foodstuffs fell by over 500,000 tons, those of raw materials 
by over 7,000,000 tons, and those of manufactured articles 
by 163,000 tons, whereas there was an increase of 1,100,000 
tons in exports of raw materials and of 371,000 tons in 
exports of manufactured articles.

A total of 715,237 lbs. of harness and saddlery, valued at 
335,607 dollars, was exported from the United States in the

(Washington). The leading markets and the quantities 
taken by each were as follows :—Cuba, 391,122 lbs., valued 
at 179,372 dols.; Mexico, 141,388 Ibs., valued at 63,679 dols.; 
Canada, 68,808 Ibs., valued at 23,524 dols. ; Honduras, 18,716 
lbs., valued at 17,106 dols., and the Dominican Republic, 
10,137 Ibs., valued at 5,405 dols.

NORTH AMERICA AGREEMENT. 

On Ist November the Institute Warranties under the new 
North America Agreement will come into force. The Agree- 
ment and Warranties have been approved by Lloyd’s 
Underwriters’ Association, the Institute of London Under- 
writers and the Liverpool Underwriters’ Association. The 
North America warranty has been amended (in italics) to 
read as follows :— 

Warranted not to enter or sail from any port or place 
on the Atlantic Coast of North America, its rivers or 
adjacent islands north of 43 deg. 40 min. N. lat., except 
the port of Halifax, and for bunkering purposes only 
the ports of Louisburg and Sydney. Warranted not 
to enter or sail from any port or place on the Pacific 
Coast of North America, its rivers or adjacent islands 
north of 50 deg. N. lat., except Prince Rupert vid Dixon 


Strait. 
The geographical effect of the amendments is to 
cut out ports in the Bay of Fundy (whether in 
Canada or the United States), while giving liberty 


of trading with some small places on the South Coast 
of Nova Scotia. Portland, Maine, remains outside the war- 
ranty. Underwriters have, however, made a concession 
in rates of additional premiums for cancelling the warranty 
for voyages to and from St. John, New Brunswick. 
Trading with Prince Rupert vi@ Dixon Strait is allowed, as 
was suggested by the Imperial Shipping Committee. For 
St. John, N.B., the additional rate will be 10s. per cwt. per 
voyage, winter or summer season (not exceeding 50s. per 
cent. in the aggregate), and 50 per cent. of this rate for 
rovnens to and/or from the East Coast of America South of 
St. John.

NEW SOUTH WALES GOLD YIELD, JANUARY- 
AUGUST. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney reports that, 
according to a return furnished by the Under Secretary 
of Mines, New South Wales, the gold yield in that State 
in August amounted to 2,323 oz. crude, equal to 2,105 oz. 
fine, valued at £8,941. The yield for the first eight months 
of the year was 16,169 oz. crude, equal to 14,315 oz. fine, 
valued at £60,804, representing an increase of 3,180 oz. 
fine and £13,503 in value as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of last year.

THE IRON AND STEEL INDUSTRY. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Vienna, in his Report 
on Commercial and Financial Conditions in Austria (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 1s. 6d. net, 1s. 7d. post free), states 
that the iron and steel industry plays an important role in 
Austria, owing to the Erzberg, a mountain in Styria, 
composed almost entirely of high-class ore. The amount 
of pig iron manufactured is, however, only about 3 per cent. 
of that produced in the United Kingdom. The output 
during the last three years and the first quarter of this year 
was as is shown in the following table :—

rom the end of the war up to and including 1923 there 
has been a steady improvement, although there has been no 
approach to the production in pre-war times, when over 
600,000 tons of pig iron were made. In the first half of 
1923 and the early part of 1924 business was very brisk 
owing to the crisis in the Ruhr, which enabled Austria to 
export not only to Germany but also to markets normally 
supplied ‘by Germany. When Germany resumed produc- 
tion and export the output had to be greatly restricted in 
Austria. Before the end of 1924 all the nine blast furnaces 
in the country ceased working and the amount of pig iron 
fell from 107,000 tons in the first quarter of the year to 
14,000 in the last quarter. In the output of the Martin 
furnaces, in which most of Austrian steel is produced, there 
was a correspondingly marked decline; high-quality steel, 
however, was an exception, 44,200 tons being produced, a 
larger quantity than in recent years (37,700 in 1923). There 
was a decline in the production of finished goods, particu- 
larly in rails, which fell from 52,392 tons in 1923 to 19,689 
tons im 1924. 

Apart from German and French competition, the reason 
for the stagnation in iron and steel lay in the limited 
demand from the home market, which, though larger than 
in 1923, could not make up for the great reduction in the 
exports. Shortly before the end of 1924, when the stocks 
had been disposed of, an improvement set in which has 
since become more marked, though the recovery is still very 
slow. In particular, the export of pig iron and rolled goods 
shows a considerable improvement, although imports gene- 
rally have declined. Austrian pig iron is exported chiefly 
to Czechoslovakia, which in turn supplies Austria with most 
of the coke it requires for the blast furnaces. In 1925 the 
improvement has continued and the production in the first 
quarter of the year was considerably greater than in the 
latter part of 1924, although it did not equal that of the first 
quarter of that year. ‘

Imports of pig iron and iron other than pig iron during 
the first eight months of the year amounted to 178,819 tons 
as compared with 206,521 tons in the corresponding period 
of 1924, states the Quarterly Report of the Swedish Statistical 
Department. 
exports were ore, 5,900,831 tons (3,490,029 tons in January. 
August, 1924); iron, 165,498 tons (166,596 tons); pig iron, 
47,339 tons (53,968 tons); and other iron, not being scrap, 
111,686 tons (110,513 tons). It should be stated that the 
large increase in the export of ore is not fully represented 
by. the above figures, as ore is also exported from the stocks 
at Narvik. During the first three quarters of this year such 
ore shipments amounted to 6,295,000 tons, as against 
4,355,000 tons during 1924. 

The situation in the iron and steel market has not im- 
proved. In the United Kingdom, the principal market for 
Swedish export iron, the demand is comparatively small, 
and the bulk of the exports of the European countries, 
notably of pig iron, are at present going to Germany, 
Swedish steel appears to be gaining ground in the United 
States, as buyers in that country are beginning to realise 
the high quality of that steel. The home market is still 
weak, and as the sales of ordinary commercial iron are 
made at prices which entail a loss, the manufacture of such 
iron at several works has been suspended for the present. 
The figures for the output of the first eight months, together 
with the comparative figures for the same period of 1924,

UNITED KINGDOM. 


EXPORTED SPIRITS: CERTIFICATES OF AGE. 

In order to comply with the requirements of the Cana- 
dian Customs and Excise Authorities in regard to the age 
of spirits imported into that country, Officers of Customs 
and Excise in Great Britain and Northern Ireland have been 
authorised, on application from exporters, to issue certifi- 
cates of age showing the actual age (month as unit) of 
spirits in cask exported from Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland to Canada which have been stored in wood for a 
period not less than two years and less than five years. 

Uganda has been added to the list of countries for which 
certificates of age may be issued by Officers of Customs and 
Kkxcise in Great Britain or Northern Ireland in respect of 
spirits exported thereto.

DUMPING DUTIES ON CARBIDE OF CALCIUM. 

Notices Nos. 278 and 279 issued on the 31st August, 
1925, under Sections 4 and 7 respectively of the Customs 
Tariff (Industries Preservation) Act impose as from the 
19th August, 1925, the dumping duties leviable under 
those Sections on :— 

Carbide of calcium originated in or exported from any 
country the f.o.b. value of which is less than £14 ls. per 
ton, and on carbide of calcium originated in or exported 
from any country on which the sea freight charges are 
less than £5 per ton, provided that dumping duty shall 
not be charged in the latter case if the c.i.f. price is 
£18 10s. 1d. per ton or over.

IMPORTATION OF GOODS MARKED WITH 
PORTRAITS OF MEMBERS OF ROYAL 
FAMILY. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on page 181 
of this *‘ Journal ’’ for the 13th August last on the above 
subject, the following revised notification (R. Dis. No. 871— 
Cus. 25), dated the 27th August, 1925, has now been issued 
by the Finance Department (Central Revenues) :—In exercise 
of the powers conferred by Section 19 of the Sea Customs 
Act, 1878 (viii. of 1878), and in supersession of the notifica- 
tion in this Department, R. Dis. No. 368—Cus. ’25, dated 
the 9th July, 1925, published on page 596 of the Gazette 
of India, Part I., dated the 11th July, 1925, the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to prohibit, with effect from 
the Ist January, 1926, the bringing into British India of any 
goods manufactured in any place outside His Majesty’s 
Dominions and bearing as a mark or label a portrait of His 
Majesty the King-Emperor, Her Majesty the Queen-Empress 
or any member of the Royal Family of England who was 
alive on the date of this notification, or who died not more 
than thirty years before the said date.’’ 








FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 





IMPORTATION AND EXPORTATION OF 
DELETERIOUS DRUGS PROHIBITED. 


The Deleterious Drugs Enactment, 1925 (No. 10 of 1925), 
which came into force on 4th September last, vests in the 
Principal Medical Officer the exclusive right of importing 
into and exporting from the Federated Malay States dele- 
terious drugs and syringes as defined in the Enactment; 
except that any licensed medical practitioner, licensed 
chemist or druggist may import deleterious drugs or 
syringes through the Principal Medical Officer with his 
consent, and except that medical officers of H.M. Army and 
Navy who are resident in the Federated Malay States on 
full pay may import and export such drugs or syringes in 
the course of their duty. 

The Enactment prohibits, except under licence, the manu- 
facture of morphine or cocaine or any salts thereof, and 
also prohibits, except under licence, the possession of any 
deleterious drugs in quantity exceeding 12 official doses, 
and any mixture adapted for swallowing or injecting and 
containing more than 12 official doses of such drugs or 
which contains one or more deleterious drugs in quantity 
exceeding in the aggregate 12 official doses. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





SUBSIDIES ON BEET SUGAR 


The Beet Sugar (Subsidy) Act, 1925 (No. 37 of 25) pro- 
vides for the payment of subsidies at prescribed rates in 
respect of sugar manufactured in the Irish Free State dur- 
ing the period of 10 years beginning on the Ist October, 
1926, from sugar beet grown in the Free State. 

No subsidy is payable under the Act in respect of any 
sugar manufactured from sugar beet grown in any of 
the years 1926, 1927, and 1928 unless the price paid for 
the beet by the manufacturer is not less than the price pre- 
scribed in the Second Schedule to the Act. 





NEWFOUNDLAND. 





REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The ‘‘ Revenue Act, 1925,’’ which was passed on the 7th 
May, 1925, contains revised schedules of import duties and 
exemptions from duty which came into force on the 9th 
April last. 

Under the present Act, the Tariff items have been re- 
modelled and re-classified, and there has been a general 
increase in the rate of import duties. Particulars as to the 
duties now leviable on any article may be obtained on appli- 
cation to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W. 1.

CUSTOMS DUTIES ON ADVERTISING MATTER. 


With reference to the notice published in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
for the 18th June (pages 675-6) regarding the prepayment 
of the Newfoundland import duty on advertising matter 
(price lists, catalogues, etc.), by means of Customs duty 
stamps, the High Commissioner for Newfoundland notifies 
that the value of the stamps to be affixed to such articles 
shall be as follows :—

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
has forwarded particulars of an Official Notice of 9th October, 
which intimates that pressed wood shaving briquettes for 
heating purposes (ex-Tariff No. 133) may be imported into 
Czechoslovakia without licence as from 19th October. 

A further Notice, dated 8th October, intimates that 
vetches and poppy seed may be exported without licence 
as from 19th October.

TURNOVER TAX—MODIFICATIONS INTRO- 
DUCED BY THE BUDGET LAW FOR 1925. 


With reference to the notices published in the issues 
of this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for the 23rd July and Ist October (pages 
105 and 375 respectively), regarding the modifications of 
the French Turnover Tax which were introduced by Art. 84 
of the French Budget Law for 1925, it should be noted that 
‘‘ Instructions ’’ explaining the nature and scope of these 
modifications have been issued by the French Customs and 
Indirect Taxation authorities under dates of the 27th July 
and 25th September.

IMPORT DUTY ON FERROMANGANESE. 


An Order of the Minister of Finance, dated the 7th 
October, provides that the duty prescribed for ferroman- 
ganese in the first Section of Tariff No. 869B under the 
Tariff Revision Law of 17th August last was to come Into 
force on the 16th October. 

This item of the Tariff provides for a duty of 1 Reichs- 
mark per 100 kilos, on ferromanganese with a manganese 
content over 50 per cent. (i.e., the same duty as that on 
ferromanganese with a lower manganese content, which is 
classed under Tariff No. 777).

NEW CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REGULATIONS. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded translation of a Circular issued recently by 
the Greek Ministry of Finance, which sets out revised regu- 
lations respecting the presentation of certificates of origin. 
These reguialions, which came into force as from Ist Sep- 
lember, provide jhat certificates of origin must be produced 
in order to prove that goods are imported from countries 
having a Convention with Greece, and that such certificates 
must state the origin of the goods, number, marks, quan- 
lily, description, net or gross weight, name of vessel by 
which shipped, and, if possible, name of the consignee, 
and must bear a statement that the goods were produced 
or originated in a country (to be specified). When goods 
are not produced in the country from which they are ex- 
ported, they should be accompanied by a certificate of origin 
stating that the goods are imported from the consumption 
market of the intermediary country. 

Certificates of origin may be issued by Greek Consular 
oflicers, Customs or municipal authorities or by Chambers 
of Commerce, preferably a Greek Chamber of Commerce, 
if one exists in the country in question. As regards goods 
produced in certain countries, certificates of origin issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture or Ministry of Commerce 
will be accepted. ‘ 

A declaration by an exporting industrial concern that the 
goods are produced in their own factory will be accepted 
in lieu of a certificate of origin. This declaration must be 
made by the concern actually manufacturing the goods, 
and must give full particulars of the goods and their marks, 
whilst the signature must be attested by some competent 
authority. ;

of a certificate of origin, provided the Greek Customs 
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officers are satisfied that the goods come from a country 
having a convention with Greece. 

In all other cases the ‘‘ General ’” Tariff rates will be 
applied if a certificate of origin is not produced. 

Receptacles classed under special headings of the Customs 
Tariff are treated in the same way as the contents for the 
purpose of applying the ‘‘General’’ or “‘ Conventional ” 
duties, but receptacles imported empty must be accom. 
panied by a certificate of origin (or declaration in liey 
thereof). 

Certificates of origin are to be attached to the Customs 
declaration and presented at the time of clearance. If the 
consignee states the country of origin in the declaration, 
but does not produce the certificate of origin, the 
‘‘ General ’’ duties will be applied without any surtax. Ifa 
certificate of origin is not produced at the time of clear- 
ance, the ‘‘ Conventional ’’ duties will be applied, but tne 
difference between the ‘‘ General’’ and ‘ Conventional ”’ 
rates must be deposited, and the certificates of origin pro- 
duced within twenty days. 

As regards goods arriving by parcel post, the post marks 
on the packages will be taken into consideration for the 
purpose of tracing the country of origin. 





MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF AND 
REGULATIONS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded translation of Law 3326, which makes 
various modifications in the Greek Customs Tariff and 
Customs Regulations, etc. The principal provisions of this 
Law are summarised below.

New Customs Tariff.—Parings of turred skins which can- 
not be used to make an article by themselves (No. 43c of 
the new Customs Tariff) are exempted from import duty, 
municipal tax, harbour dues and any other kind of duty 
as from the date of the application of the new Customs 
Tariff. 

No. 179a of the new Customs Tariff provides for the 
duty-free import of certain printing paper, and a Note to 
this Tariff No. provides that such paper must be slightly 
coloured in greenish blue and have for all its length 
continuous and parallel filigreed lines 10 cm. apart. The 
present Law alters this Note so that duty-free admission is 
accorded to paper slightly coloured in greenish blue or 
light rose, and having for all its length continuous and 
parallel lines 5 (instead of 10) cm. apart. The modifica- 
tions are to come into force on a date to be fixed by the 


Minister of Finance. 


Customs Regulations.—The following additions have 


been made to the Customs Regulations, viz. :— 


A surtax of 15 per cent. of the Customs duty is to be 


levied whenever the import declaration gives the contents 
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‘ , 


of the receptacle or package as ‘‘ unknown,”’ either as re- 
gards the kind of goods or their quantity, quality or 
weight. 

A surtax of 5 per cent. of the Customs duty is to be 
levied Whenever the import declaration is not clear or is 
yague with regard to the description of the goods. 

If the manifest covers goods dutiable ad valorem the 
values Of which are found to differ from those previously 
declared, the captain of the carrying vessel is fined an 
amount equal to 10 per cent. of the Customs duty on the 
goods. A similar fine is imposed if the manifest does not 
describe the goods in accordance with the classification of 
the Customs Tariff so as to make it possible to class them 
under a fixed category of the Tariff, or if the goods are 
found to differ from those declared. The captain will be 
exempted from the above fine if he proves, by producing 
the original bill of lading, that the manifest was drawn up 
in accordance with such original bill of lading. 

Passenger molor cars, motor lorries, carriages and 
wheeled vehicles in general which are used for the transport 
of passengers or goods may be imported without payment 
of import duty on deposit of a guarantee which will be 
returned if they are re-exported within eight months. 
Such vehicles will be sealed on import, the seal being re- 
moved when they are re-exported. 

Provision is made for the storage of uncleared goods in 
private general storehouses instead of in Customs ware- 
houses, and regulations are laid down for the conduct of 
these storehouses. 





GUATEMALA. 





IMPORT AND SALE OF PATENT MEDICINES. 


HM. Chargé d’Affaires in Guatemala reports that the 
import into and sale in Guatemala of patent and proprietary 
medicines which have not been registered with and 
approved by the Faculty of Pharmacy and Natural Sciences 
has been prohibited. Registration is to take place within 
three months from Ist September. 





ITALY. 





EXPORT OF HIDES AND SKINS. 


An Itaiian Royal Decree, dated the 11th October and pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ of the 16th October, pro- 
vides that, as from the Ist October, the Ministry of Finance 
may, by way of derogation to the existing export prohibi- 
tion, allow the export of 20,000 metric tons per annum of 
ox and cow hides, and of 3,200 metric tons per annum of 
calf skins. The distribution of these quantities among 
the countries of destination is to be carried out by the 
Ministry in conjunction with the Ministry of National 
Economy. 

(The amounts which might be exported were previously 
fixed at 14,500 metric tons per annum of ox and cow hides, 
and 1,900 metric tons per annum of calf skins). 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON SUGAR DOUBLED. 


The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for 12th October con- 
tains a Royal Decree, dated llth October, and effective as 
from 13th October, which reimposes the “ coefficient of 
increase ’’ of 1 applicable to the duties on first and second 
quality sugar (Tariff No. 39). The effect of this alteration 
is to double the duties on these articles, the new rates being 
18 and 12 gold lire per 100 kilogs. respectively. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Sccretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome re- 
ports, by telegraph, that the price fixed for the period 
25th October to 31st October for certificates for the pay- 
ment of Customs duties is 484 lire per 100 lire gold—i.e., 
the surcharge when the duties are paid in paper is 384 
per cent.

REVOCATION OF DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF

In virtue of a Decree, No. 11146, dated the 15th October 
and published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ for the same 
date, the freedom from Customs duties which has been 
accorded in virtue of various Decrees issued since 1917 to 
certain foodstuffs imported into Portugal has been can- 
celled. Among the articles affected by this revocation are 
the following :—Bread and wheat or other cereals in grain 
or flour; meat, fresh, smoked or otherwise prepared; bacon, 
fresh or prepared in any manner; lard, unrefined, refined 
or prepared in any manner; olive oil, butter, margarine, 
edible vegetable fats, edible vegetable oils, cotton seed 
oil, rice, millet, potatoes, and pulses. 





IMPORTATION, ETC., OF PORTABLE 
LIGHTERS. 


The ‘* Diario do Governo ’’ for the 15th October contains 
a Decree, No. 11148, of the same date, which gives a speci- 
fication of two types of portable lighters of which the im- 
portation into Portugal and the manufacture, sale and use 
therein will be permitted. The importation, manufacture, 
etc., of any other types destined to be used as substitutes 
for matches is prohibited. Lighters of the approved types, 
in addition to the cost of stamping and other expenses, 
will be subject to the payment of an annual stamp tax 
of 30 escudos each.

SPAIN. 


TERMINATION OF COMMERCIAL MODUS 
VIVENDI WITH GERMANY. 


As a result of the termination on the 16th October of the 
Commercial Modus Vivendi between Germany and Spain 
(see the issue of this ‘‘ Journal’’ for 14th August, 1924, 
pp. 184-5) German goods are subject to the “ first column ”’ 
rates of duty on importation into Spain and Spanish goods 
no longer receive most-favoured-nation treatment in 
Germany. 

The termination of the Arrangement involves the with- 
drawal of certain “‘conventional’’ rates of the Spanish 
Tariff, and as a consequence the imposition of higher duties 
on the goods affected, from whatever country imported. 
The following statement shows the goods affected and the 
increased duties (‘‘ second column ”’ duties) now applicable 
to imports from the United Kingdom and other countries 
entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment :—

TARIFF TREATMENT OF METALLURGICAL 
COKE. 


With reference to the notice published at page 325 of 
the issue of this ‘‘ Journal’’ for the 17th September re. 
specting the increase of the Customs duty levied on coal 
imported into Roumania, it should be noted that the Com. 
mercial Secretary to H. M. Legation at Bucharest reports 
that, on the basis of an authorisation from the Head 
Customs Department given on the advice of the Industrial 
Commission at the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
metallurgical coke (i.e., that used for smelting iron, etc.) 
may be exempted from the increased tax of 400 lei per 
metric ton and admitted on payment of duty at the rate 
of 0°17 gold leu per 100 kilogs. under Tariff No. 579. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





DUTY ON CERTAIN LIVE QUAIL REDUCED. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Proclamation 
issued by the President of the United States of America on 
3rd October, reducing the import duty on live bob-white 
quail, valued at 5 dols. or less each (ex paragraph 711 of the 
Tariff), from 50 cents to 25 cents each, under the provisions 
of Section 315 of the Tariff Act. 

The investigation held by the Tariff Commission in 
accordance with the above-mentioned Section of the Tariff 


Act established the fact that Mexico was the principal 
competing country.

PROPOSED ALTERATIONS OF NEW CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 


H.M. Minister at Athens has forwarded particulars of a 
Bill which has been prepared by the Greek Government 
to make certain alterations in the new Greek Customs 
Tariff, which was ratified by the Decree-Law of 22nd 
December, 1923, but is not yet in force. A complete trans- 
lation of the Tariff ratified by Decree-Law of 1923 was pub- 
lished with the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 5th June, 1924. The 
alterations which the present Bill proposes to make in the 
‘Minimum ” Tariff are shown below, proposed additions 
to the original text being given in italics, and proposed 
deletions between square brackets.
